Tulips,  always  a  favorite  flower,  have  not  had  the 
widespread  use  in  Southern  California  which  they  de¬ 
serve.  Their  tall  stately  stems,  and  lovely  colorful  blos¬ 
soms  provide  an  effect  that  is  unequalled  by  any  other 
flower.  There  are  numerous  ways  to  use  Tulips  for  best 
effect.  They  may  be  made  into  beautiful  beds,  with  a 
ground  cover  of  some  harmonizing  or  contrasting  flower. 
Planted  with  a  background  of  shrubbery,  or  perennial 
plants  they  make  a  delightful  display.  They  should  be 
planted  in  irregular  drifts  or  groups  in  perennial  borders, 
and  harmonizing  or  pleasingly  contrasting  colors  should 
be  chosen.  There  are  endless  tasteful  combinations 
which  can  be  worked  out  by  artistic  planning  of  the 
garden. 


Success  in  tulip  growing  is  very  easily  obtained  but 
depends  entirely  upon  a  few  simple  essentials — first  pro¬ 
cure  only  the  very  highest  quality,  heaviest  mother  bulbs. 
We  furnish  such  selected  stock  exclusively.  Smaller,  or 
lighter  bulbs,  which  may  or  may  not  be  procured  a  little 
cheaper  cannot  produce  the  best  flowers.  Then  prepare 
the  beds  carefully  for  planting  by  spading  deeply  and 
thoroughly  loosening  up  the  soil.  The  bulbs  should  be 
planted  deep  in  this  prepared  bed-cover  them  from 
six  to  eight  inches.  The  soil  should  be  moist  and  work¬ 
able  when  planted.  A  cover  planting  of  Pansies,  Baby- 
blue-eyes,  Schizanthus,  Alyssum,  Virginia  Stock,  Primula 
malacoides,  or  other  low  growing  annual  is  beneficial 
and  makes  a  beautiful  effect. 
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CULTURE  OF  TULIPS 

All  of  the  varieties  we  offer  are 
especially  selected  for  their  large  size, 
perfect  form,  and  length  of  stems. 

They  are  easily  grown,  but  must 
be  given  proper  location  and  care. 

1.  Part  shade  to  almost  full  shade 
gives  longer  stems. 

2.  Prepare  the  beds  carefully, 
spade  deeply — 18  inches  is  about 
right.  The  soil  should  be  moist  and 
workable,  not  dry  nor  too  wet.  Use 
no  strong  fertilizers. 

3.  Plant  the  bulbs  deep — at  least 
8  inches  in  the  heavier  soils — 10  to 
12  inches  in  lighter  soils.  Deep 
planting  is  exceedingly  important  as 
shallow  planting  is  a  common  cause 
of  short  stemmed  flowers.  The  larg - 
er  the  bulbs,  'the  more  deeply  they 
may  be  covered,  as  they  contain  more 
stored-up  energy,  hence  will  produce 
longer  stemmed  blossoms.  A  handful 
of  sand  beneath  and  around  the  bulb 
will  assist  the  development  of  heal¬ 
thy  root-growth. 

4.  One  thorough  watering  should 
be  given  after  planting.  Then  with¬ 
hold  irrigation  until  the  leaves  ap¬ 
pear  above  the  ground. 

T  As  soon  as  the  leaves  appear 
and  begin  their  development  above 
the  ground,  the  areas  in  which  tulips 
are  planted  should  be  \ept  thorough¬ 
ly  watered;  actual  flooding  of  the 
beds  should  be  practised  unless  the 
drainage  is  exceptionally  poor.  Keep 
them  wet  from  their  first  appearance 
until  they  are  through  flowering.

After  planting  water  thoroughly  and  mulch  with  Tobacco 
stems  or  German  Peat.  Then  do  not  water  until  the  leaves  appear  above  the  ground.  The  polyanthus  and  crown  varieties 
are  very  suitable  for  naturalizing  and  they  may  be  planted  in  permanent  locations  to  bloom  more  freely  each  succeeding 
year.  All  Narcissus  are  grateful  for  a  little  shade,  and  the  double  types  require  more  moisture  than  the  others.

The  tall  stately  lilies  with  their  masses  of  blossoms  have  a  charm  that  is  not  surpassed 
by  any  other  flower.  Although  they  are  becoming  more  and  more  popular  every  year  our  Cali¬ 
fornia  gardens  do  not  display  enough  of  these  lovely  subjects.  All  herbaceous  gardens  should 
have  groups  of  lilies  scattered  through  them.
